the revolution and evolution of preparing food. Twenty- 
four hours a day, you can tune in and find someone 
cooking something that sets the bar higher and higher. 
Demi-glazes, sautes, pan roasting, crapes, creme fresh, 
sushi - food as entertainment has arrived. 

Being a kid who grew up in the 1950s, my 
mother's repertoire consisted of certain meals produced 
with mechanical procession (versus passion) on specified 
nights. For instance, you were always guaranteed hot 
dogs and canned baked beans on Saturday night and a 
roast of some sort on Sunday with mashed potatoes (sans 
oven-roasted garlic) and corn-starched gravy. Scrambled 
eggs with Brown-N-Serve sausages occasionally made 
a midweek appearance at suppertime. In the summer, 
she had access to fresh fruits and vegetables, such as 
succulent beefsteak tomatoes - the kind you will not find 
in the supermarket today. She'd serve BLT sandwiches 
on Wonder Bread. The smell of those fleshy tomatoes, hot 
bacon and yeasty white bread slices makes my mouth 
water now. 

But mostly we enjoyed every type of convenience 
food that was invented during the decade between 1950 
and 1960. There was Chef-Boyardee canned spaghetti - no 
one called spaghetti ''pasta'' in my neighborhood - and 
Swanson frozen TV dinners (yes, eaten in front of the 
black and white TV). Betty Crocker came out with a line 
of instant cake mixes, although the frosting Ma would 
make from scratch. There was even some sort of Salisbury

steak that came in a can with gravy. We couldn't help 
salivating as the smell wafted through her tiny kitchen. 
We ate everything she put in front of us, including the 
liver and onions, considering ourselves lucky because 
children in China were starving. Our palettes were not 
discerning in the least. This is what we knew and we 
enjoyed it. 

It wasn't until much later when I was exposed 
to foods gracing tables in other homes and places that I 
realized there was a wider world of edibles than what my 
mother was able to produce. Fm not knocking her, Fm 
just saying. 

My first set of in-laws introduced me to jagacida 
(Cape Verdean rice and beans), milk cracker stuffing.

and pies with homemade crust (not Table Talk). I never 
mastered gufong (a type of fried dough) or munchupa (a 
stew made with hominy), but I look forward to one day 
doing just that. There must be an octogenarian Cape 
Verdean who is still cooking and remembers these old- 
time favorites. If you are out there, please let me know. 
My son and granddaughter would be eternally grateful. 

During the time I lived in Italy, one family in 
my apartment building took pity on this then very naive 
young American and invited me to their table regularly. I 
watched as the matriarch of the family rolled out dough 
for homemade tortellini or grilled thin marinated steaks 
over a tiny charcoal contraption on a post-stamp sized 
balcony. When I lived in California, I learned about ''real'' 
Mexican food from a wonderful Mexican family. Their use 
of the peanut and pinto bean was simply amazing. These 
exceptional people helped me understand that food was 
much more than just something you had to eat - it could 
be an event, experience, art form, a gift. 

A friend of mine is of German Jewish heritage. 
His memory of growing up in a multi-generational home 
in NYC brings to mind the warm fragrances of stews 
and casseroles, and I'm not talking about Dinty Moore, 
my friends. He shares that during the 1940s, the war 
years, rationing was a daily reality. Along with that was 
the imperative of not wasting anything that might be 
of use. Even rendered animal fats were collected for the 
war effort. Surrounded by parents and grandparents, he

learned very early on the importance of frugality. His 
mother and grandmothers were able to create hearty 
delicious meals often featuring potatoes and meat scraps.

My dear Italian pal, Joe Colangelo, also grew up 
surrounded by generations of fine cooks. His childhood 
is the material of movies. Think the meal scenes from 
The Godfather series minus the bloodshed. From his rich 
treasure trove of remembrances, he shared the following: 

"The kitchen was the epicenter of the Italian 
family in the '50s. It provided the forum for the exchange 
of the day's events, the expression of feelings, hopes, 
dreams and desires.

try new things. Year round, globally sourced fresh fruits 
and vegetables, fish whose names we never before heard, 
and multicultural integration on the grocery store shelves 
has combined in the mixing bowls of our imagination 
where chicken fingers once may have reigned supreme.

TICK SEASON 

Both my cat and dog are coming into the house with lots of 
ticks.

Double- A, for 6- and 7-year-olds; Triple-A, for advanced 
7- and 8-year-olds, where players start to pitch and hit 
live pitching; Minor League, for 9- and 10-year-olds with 
some 11-year-olds mixed in; and Major League, for 11- 
and 12-year-olds. 

This year, champions were crowned in three 
leagues, with the Braves winning in the Major League 
Division, the Padres winning the Minor League Division, 
and the Mud Hens winning the Triple-A Division. 

The Old Rochester Little League also sent 10-, 
11-, and 12-year-old teams to the District 7 Little League 
World Series Tournament, and though no team made it 
onto the next round, they were all very competitive. 

"The nice thing, though, when you play in these 
tournaments, you never know what type of competition 
you're going to come across," Johnson said. "I would say 
that each one of our teams competed very well. We're 
very competitive for the small footprint that we have 
- we're probably one of the smallest programs in the 
district." 

One team that was very successful was a group of 
9-year-old all-stars from the league, who recently won the 
Sandwich Summer Blast Tournament. 

The league will also field teams for the upcoming 
local all-star circuit. 

All in all, the entire merger can be considered a 
success, especially off the field, with friendships being 
formed that may not have ever existed without the 
leagues' unification. 

"We didn't play cross-town baseball back [when 
I was a child]," Johnson said. "There weren't any youth 
organizations that spanned the Tri-Town area, perhaps 
with the exception of hockey. These kids are forging these 
bonds across the Tri-Town area, which really helps as they 
transition into the Junior High and the Senior High. They 
walk in, and they already have all these friendships."

Mattapoisett Selects New Harbormaster

The Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
interviewed the third and final candidate for the full-time 
Harbormaster position on Tuesday night immediately 
prior to their regular meeting at 7:00 pm. Since posting 
the position in early May, 11 highly qualified individuals 
applied. The Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board sorted 
through the resumes and presented the top three to the 
Selectmen; of the three, one had withdrawn and one had 
previously interviewed for the position. 

During her interview, candidate Jill Simmons 
explained her work history with the New Bedford Police 
Department and her role in the city's harbor as waterfront 
security and the de facto harbormaster. She expects to 
retire from these duties by the end of August. 

Selectman Paul Silva said that the Selectmen had 
previously spoken to Simmons about her credentials, and 
that the purpose of the night's interview was to converse 
about Mattapoisett Harbor. 

"Unfortunately, truthfully, I'm not all that 
familiar," Simmons admitted, though she has toured the 
harbor and participated in training exercises under the 
piers. "I don't know how the mooring fields are set up; I 
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took a quick look/' 

Harbormaster Horace Field verified Simmons' 
working knowledge of the recent re-gridding of the 
mooring fields, which Field intends to finish prior to 
stepping down from the position. 

'Tretty much, the harbor is where we'd like it to 
be," Field told Simmons. "It's all gridded." He added that 
the only task left is listening to boat-owners who like to 
comment when they've noticed that their boat has been 
moved to its new spot on the grid. 

When asked how she would contribute to the 
Mattapoisett waterfront as the harbormaster, Simmons 
replied, "Law enforcement is my thing. You look at 
registrations. You've got excise taxes. I can sit there with 
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an iPad on the boat and run any list imaginable.'' 

For Simmons, part of running a harbor is being 

active on the water. 

"You need to have somebody out there/' she said. 
One of the problems that Simmons would like to 

address is speed infractions, typically associated with jet 

skis. 

"Fm not anti-jet ski," Simmons said. "Fm just 
anti-nitwit jet ski. They don't have the right to go through 
a mooring field at 120 miles per hour. Fve got no problem 
writing those citations." 

Simmons mentioned that citations are a financial 
resource for the town, especially if the citations are 
filed through the Massachusetts Environmental Police, 
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whereby 100 percent of the fine stays within the town. 

Another area Simmons would like to explore 
is the appropriation of a larger, and therefore more 
useful, vessel for the Shellfish Warden. Currently, the 
Shellfish Warden has a 14-foot aluminum vessel that isn't 
conducive to patrol. The Selectmen voiced the possibility 
of using grants to purchase a Boston Whaler 

Simmons concluded her interview by stressing 
the number of qualifications she has earned during her 
40-plus years on the New Bedford Police Department, 
namely her ability to work at any time on the clock. 

"I don't mind working all night,'' Simmons said. 
"I'll come in early." 

In their meeting that followed the interview, 
the Selectmen unanimously agreed to authorize Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne to contact Simmons about 
completing the paperwork that would institute her as 
Mattapoisett' s next Harbormaster 

"If she says 'No,' I will be very disappointed," 
Selectman Jordan Collyer said. "I've known her for a long 
time. She's well-respected in her field." 

Silva's praise for Simmons was effusive. 

"I, without question, believe that Jill has more 
qualifications and experience," Silva said. "She is 
extremely well-qualified. There is an additional page, 
single-spaced, of additional trainings she's done over the 
years [in her resume]." 

Selectman R. Tyler Macallister suggested that the 
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town place Simmons' resume on its website for the public 
to view. 

"It's a great opportunity for the town/' he said. 
"To get somebody with that experience who is 
willing to work part-time is very fortunate/' Silva agreed.

- at their regular meeting on Tuesday night. 

The issue arose because of recent media coverage 
in The Wanderer, with which the three Selectmen and 
several attendant town residents agree. Prior to the 
meeting. Town Administrator Michael Gagne visited the 
park at Ned's Point Lighthouse, where he discovered 
"dog remains - that were going to be stepped on by 
somebody'' in spite of the eight highly- visible signs 
which declare dogs prohibited from the green. 

"Down at Ned's Point are probably the most 
active strips of grass," Gagne said, also listing Shipyard 
Park, Goodspeed Island and virtually all of the beaches in 
town. One resident in attendance said that Brandt Island 
experiences a number of beach violations by dog owners, 
as well. 

"Generally, our policy is that we warn people," 
Gagne said, suggesting that this policy might not be 
enough of a deterrent. "I think that we need to move to 
the next level, which is we give citations." 

Selectman Paul Silva firmly agreed with the 
suggestion that the town Natural Resources Officer and 
her team of assistants become more aggressive with 
delinquent dog owners. 

"If [the owners] don't care, we shouldn't care," 
Silva said. "We should give them the citation." 

Because many of the dog owners who do not 
pick up after their pets usually walk the streets before the 
Natural Resources Officer is on duty, Silva suggested that 
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the Board adjust her hours on a rotating basis to catch dog 
owners unaware. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer, also in agreement with 
the Board's decision to issue more citations to dog owners 
who are not following the town bylaws, noted the town's 
lack of a dog park or beach. 

"I can't believe we don't have a dog park in this 
town," he said. "It just baffles my mind." 

Ray Andrews, a town resident, discussed the 
history of the beach at Goodspeed Island. At one town 
meeting, a vote successfully made the beach open to dogs 
provided that their owners picked up after them; the vote 
was never recorded in the meeting minutes. 

The Selectmen discussed the possibility of using 
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some of the town's conservation land in locations where 
there is no risk of impacting the harbor as a dog park in 
the future, but it was not an action item. 

The status of the road improvements was another 
important topic of discussion at the Selectmen's meeting. 
The section of Church Street between Route 6 and North 
Street is ready to be paved. Highway Surveyor Barry 
Denham speculated a construction date sometime for late 
August or early September 

"Fm sure there will be plenty of residents who 
will be happy to drive up Church Street without banging 
the bottoms of their cars/' Denham said. 

Denham also discussed potential road 
improvements for Acushnet Road, for which he has 
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appropriated $10,000. Denham required the Selectmen 
to discuss inconsistencies in the public record regarding 
one stretch of Acushnet Road, where two plans cite 
different town and residential property lines. Depending 
on how the Selectmen, along with Town Counsel, choose 
to rectify the error - either by selecting one plan as the 
record or creating a composite plan from the information 
on the record for each of the properties in that particular 
stretch - the width of the road will vary. In turn, this will 
influence the kind of work that Denham will be able to 
accomplish at that site. 

"Fd like to have a shoulder there so that if 
someone did skid off the road, they'd have something 
level to land on rather than go into a cranberry bog," 
Denham said. "If we don't own the property, it's 
impossible to widen it." He added that depending on the 
plan the town decides to use, the road layout ranges from 
32 to 40 feet in width. 

The Selectmen will continue to converse with 
Denham and Town Counsel regarding the incongruity. 

The Board also discussed the Conservation 
Commission's recent decision to apply for Land 
Grants for acreage surrounding Nasketucket and the 
Mattapoisett River Valley. 

"[This is] the largest coastal land conservation 
project currently being advanced in Massachusetts," 
Gagne read from the grant applications. 

The 77 acres that are a component of a larger plan 
to preserve 400 acres around Nasketucket are categorized 
as core habitat. Because the Selectmen knew little about 
these parcels, including their current real estate appraisal, 
they could not authorize Gagne to sign the application on 
behalf of the town. However, the Selectmen said that they 
only want more information so that they can make an 
educated decision. 
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The Selectmen unanimously voted to authorize 
Gagne to sign the application on behalf of the town 
regarding the Land Grant for acreage in the Mattapoisett 
River Valley. These parcels were approved to move on to 
Town Meeting. 

In other action items, the Board: 

Signed and approved Treasurer's bonds as 
submitted, which allow the road improvements to 
continue as scheduled. 

Accepted the resignation of Judith Mooney as 
a member of the Finance Committee, and presented her 
with a Certificate of Appreciation. Gagne said of Mooney, 
"Mattapoisett is extremely lucky to have someone with 
her level of education and experience. I'm probably going 
to be begging her to return once her children grow up 
because she's great to work with." 

Appointed Kevin Geraghty and Paul Amoruso to 
the Finance Committee. 

Approved a two-week trailer permit to William 
and Helen Hoye for property located at the corner of 
Silver Shell Avenue and Waterman Street. The Selectmen 
also voted to remind the applicants that they must submit 
their application timelier next year, since the Selectmen 
meet more infrequently during the summer. 

Approved a common victuallers license to "Men 
Who Cook" for Sunday, July 14 at Shipyard Park under 
the big tent. 

Issued Certificates of Appreciation to: Kate 
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Souza, Town Beach Supervisor; Bert and Betty Theriault, 
Coast Guard Auxiliary Lighthouse Tours; Randall Kunz, 
SRPEDD. 

Melody Pacheco, Assistant to the Town 
Administrator, reminds the public that there is a 
vacancy on the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission.

Abatements, Appointments and Repairs 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Water abatement discussion dominated Tuesday 
night's Marion Board of Selectmen meeting, with one 
resident's property taking center stage. 

Jeff Paula, of 471 Point Road, told the Selectmen 
that he is being billed for water that he's not consuming, 
as he has a private well. Paula was unaware that there is a 
meter on his property that connects his home to the water 
main running under Point Road. 

"There is service and a meter," Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson. "We can tell from the meter 
that there has been no consumption, but you do have 
basic service, which is what you're being charged for." 

Paula challenged the notion. 

"What basic service am I getting if I don't use the 
water?" he asked. "I think it's heavy-handed to say that 
just because I'm a resident with a pipe passing by that I 
have to write a check. I think it's a little unfair." 

Selectman Steve Cushing, acting as Chairman 
with Jody Dickerson absent, told Paula that the charges 
are to maintain service to the house, and that it preceded 
Paula's purchase of the land. He also said that the Board 
of Health will have to approve Paula's well to make sure 
it provides potable water and doesn't jeopardize public 
health. 

"Their jurisdiction supersedes ours," Cushing 

said. 

The Selectmen said that Paula would have to 
consult the Board of Health and then revisit the possibility 
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of shutting off water service to the property. 

The Board denied abatement requests at 47 Main 
Street and 94 Quails Crossing Road. 

Elsewhere on the agenda, the Selectmen voted 
to advertise the newly created position of Facilities 
Manager, which was recently approved at Town Meeting. 
However, they tabled approval of the job description until 
Dickerson's return. 

In addition, they signed off on multiple 
appointments to the Cultural Council, the Bike Path 
Committee, the Energy Management Committee and 
the Council on Aging, while tabling appointments to the 
Music Hall Committee, which has three candidates for 
two spots. 

Dawson told the Board that repairs at the Natural 
History Museum are progressing. 

"Fm happy to report that they continue to go 
along well,'' he said. "The framing and insulation are 
complete. They've done a nice job. We're just waiting on 
the plastering subcontractors." 

Dawson also reported that Arne Excavating and 
Tree Service of Marion provided the winning bid of just 
over $47,000 for a bog restoration and dike repair project, 
while informing the Board that all necessary paperwork 
for statewide grant funding sources of Phases lA and IB 
of the Capital Improvement Plan - approved at Town 
Meeting in May after much discussion - is in place. 

Officials Talk Medical Marijuana

The Rochester Planning Board met Tuesday 
evening for a brief meeting to discuss a handful of issues, 
including a future amendment to zoning bylaws for 
medicinal marijuana facilities within the town. 

The amendment, which will be introduced at this 
fall's Town Meeting, will be for new businesses involved 
with medicinal marijuana. 

Town Planner John Charbonneau said that all 
dimensional requirements for industrial districts apply, 
and that businesses cannot be within 1,000 feet of schools 
or churches. The guidelines will be similar to the "adult

The Buzzards Bay Coalition has accumulated 
close to $4.5 million from various funding sources to 
assist in the acquisition of land known as Nasketucket, 
400 acres of farm fields and woodlands, and Mattapoisett 
River Valley, which is just over 200 acres, reported 
Brendan Annette of the Coalition. Annette was before 
the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission to have them 
sign new applications and to request signed letters that 
are required by state mandate. The Coalition has been 
working for over 10 years to secure some of these parcels 
and continues in its tireless efforts to protect land from 
development and give it to the towns for open space, 
conserved lands and recreational activities for the public. 
From the Coalition's Facebook page, we find details on 
this land and why it is critical to the town: 

"Spanning the towns of Fairhaven and 
Mattapoisett, Nasketucket Bay contains some of Buzzards 
Bay's healthiest water and extensive wildlife habitat. 
To protect Nasketucket Bay's health, the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition is working to conserve nearly 400 acres of land 
vulnerable to development. 

"Specifically, the land conservation project 
will: protect 197 acres of forests, coastal wetlands and 
waterfront, opening these areas to the public for outdoor 
recreation; prevent development of 201 acres of active

farmland through conservation restrictions; link the 
Phoenix /Mattapoisett Bike Path with the Nasketucket 
Bay State Reservation; connect the Austin Pond 
Conservation Area along the Nasketucket River with 
the Mariner Youth Soccer fields, the Nasketucket Woods 
Conservation Area and the proposed nature trails behind 
the East Fairhaven School; maintain extraordinary views 
of Nasketucket Bay, its natural shoreline and historic 
rural landscape; secure wildlife habitat for a variety of 
plant and animal species, including state and federally 
protected species like box turtles and roseate terns/' 

The Mattapoisett River Valley parcels are needed 
to help ensure the clean drinking water supply in this 
area, but to date, the Coalition has not been successful

in doing so. However, undeterred by funding shortfalls 
($2.5 million still needs to be sourced) and volumes 
of paperwork, Annette said he was submitting new 
applications. Commissioners agreed to sign all necessary 
forms and draft the letters required by the state for the 
application process to continue. 

Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold reminded 
the public that the open space questionnaire is still 
available on the town's website and will remain posted for 
public comment until the end of July. She urged the public 
to use this forum to give voice to their desires about the 
future of Mattapoisett's open spaces. 

These projects tie into a much larger overall 
assessment of land use in Mattapoisett and the future 
complexion of the community into perpetuity.

Shadow House, Part 1 

The beautiful colonial 
house that sits on North Street 
was oddly called "The Shad- 
ows". J. E. Norton Shaw and 
his wife, Helen Sherman Shaw 
happily lived in the house since 
their 1909 marriage. In that time 
they enjoyed bird watching, 
plays, traveling and many other 
activities. But on Thanksgiving 

weekend, 1926 the house would witness a terrible trag- 
edy and the quiet life they lived would be shattered. 

Helen Sherman was born in New Bedford on 
October 28, 1880 to William Sherman and Rosa Cook. 
Before marrying, she attended Brown University and 
graduated in 1902. While at Brown she helped form the 
Komains, a theater club for women. 
The only option for women actors 
at Brown at that time was a sorority 
that performed Shakespeare plays. 
The Komains would produce their 
own plays and the women would 
play both the female and male parts 
of the play. 

After leaving Brown, Helen 
Sherman would go on to teach 
school in places like Quincy Graf- 
ton, and Mattapoisett. It is perhaps 
during her time teaching in Mat- 
tapoisett that she met J. E. Norton 
Shaw, a lawyer who lived in town. 

James Ebenezer Norton 
Shaw was born in Mattapoisett on February 7, 1876 to 
Bruce Freeman Shaw and Eliza Angelia Cook. Norton, as 
he was called, was raised in the town almshouse on Au- 
coot Road, his father being the keeper of the almshouse. 
Norton attended school in Mattapoisett and prepared for 
college at Tabor Academy in Marion where he gradu- 
ated second in his class. At Tabor he was described as 
being "satisfactory in deportment and morals". Though 
he failed an earlier attempt at his preliminary exams, 
his work was faithful and completed out of his sense 
of duty. His family "stands well" in Mattapoisett and 
he was influenced to pursue a liberal education. After 
studying at Tabor he enrolled at Harvard University. 

At Harvard, Shaw played football making the 
varsity team his freshman year. He was described as a 
tower of strength playing right guard, weighing in at 210 




lbs. at 5' 11". He was well liked at Harvard, involved in 
several student organizations and was chosen a member 
of the class committee. One teammate later said of him 
he was "a splendid fellow in every way". 

After graduating from the college in 1898, Shaw 
went on to the Harvard Law School where he earned a 
law degree in 1901. From there he opened up a practice 
in New Bedford and had an office located at the Masonic 
Building. About eight months before marrying Helen, 
Shaw purchased "The Shadows" from his father. 

The Shaw's lived a quite life and had no chil- 
dren. While they lived at the Shadows, Mr. Shaw would 
"motor to and from" his office seven miles away. They 
spent their leisure time studying birds and reporting 
their findings to groups and publications dedicated to 
protecting birds such as Bird-Lore. They also took part 
in yacht racing, farming and "motor cruising" through- 
out New England. They traveled 
to Maine and Canada for canoeing 
trips and to explore forests. Helen 
particularly enjoyed watching 
sports including boxing matches in 
New Bedford. A woman at a boxing 
match drew much notice in those 
days but she apparently didn't 
mind. 

Mr. Shaw was also very much 
engaged in his work as an attorney 
in general practice at the Masonic 
Building in New Bedford. 

In 1926, he was appointed 
co-executor of the will of George 
Russell of Acushnet. Russell had be- 
queathed a large portion of his estate to Acushnet worth 
around $140,000. The money was to fund a new library, 
upkeep of the town's cemeteries and for other projects. 

Russell, a Mayflower descent, taught school in 
Acushnet, Fairhaven and New Bedford for 22 years. He 
was once noted by the town of Acushnet for his success 
as a teacher due to his qualities of "firmness, patience 
and self possession". After teaching, Russell went in 
to the banking business. In 1880, he married a woman 
named Abbie Pilling but by 1900 they had divorced hav- 
ing had no children.

The Lone Ranger, Starring Johnny Depp and Armie 
Hammer. Directed by Gore Verbinski. Running time: 
150 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Well, it sure was a strange and subversive Fourth 
of July gift Disney decided to give the country with The 
Lone Ranger. The movie, which is actually a lot better than 
most critics would have you believe, inspires feelings 
ranging from disrespect to downright scorn for the fol- 
lowing institutions: the U.S. military, the U.S. government, 
American capitalism, and the Lone Ranger himself (Armie 
Hammer), who starts out as a bumbling tenderfoot lawyer 
named John Reid. At one point, his savior Tonto (Johnny 
Depp) drags kemosabe through horse manure. That's right, 
the Lone Ranger gets scat-bombed by noble Silver him- 
self. I can picture, with some glee and schadenfreude, the 
apoplexy of such cultural guardians as Michael Medved 
at the notion of the House of Walt exposing millions of 
American children to such ... such blasphemy] 

Perhaps predictably, I had a fine time. The Lone 
Ranger stays up a bit past its bedtime at two hours and 
thirty minutes, though such blockbuster bloat is par for 
the course with director Gore Verbinski, who guided 
Depp through the first three Pirates of the Caribbean mov- 
ies (not being a fan, I only saw the first). The film lurches 
forward with the weight of serious money, much of which 
is put to good use evoking the American West of 1869 on 
a scale you're not likely to see again on the big screen any 
time soon. The budget is also on the screen in a clear-eyed 
and exhilarating climax involving two trains. Verbinski 
shoots action cleanly and unabashedly, the way Spiel- 
berg in his prime used to, and the way James Cameron 
still does, on the rare occasions these days that he can be 
bothered to do so. 

There's been some kerfuffle, some of it understand- 
able, at the presumption of Johnny Depp playing Tonto 
instead of a Native American actor. Depp, who claims 
(like five out of ten other Americans) Cherokee or Creek 
ancestry and was last year adopted into the Comanche 
Nation, has his heart in the right place, I think. If you can 
find the only film he directed, 1997's The Brave, you will 
find a man very in tune with the bitterness and rage of 



indigenous Americans. And then there's Jim Jarmusch's 
acid western Dead Man, wherein Depp's dying white 
man William Blake was befriended by a Native American 
and sent off to the other side in ceremonial raiments. At 
times. The Lone Ranger plays like William Blake's final 
fever dream in the canoe carrying him across the river 
of ghosts, only here he imagines himself as the Native 
American who saves a white man. Depp's Tonto is weird 
and unstable, driven mad by the genocidal treachery of 
white men. I would place Tonto as the missing link be- 
tween William Blake and Raphael from The Brave. It's not 
the goofball redface-Jack-Sparrow turn the ads lead you to 
expect; the performance has the derangement of pain in it. 

The official plot motor has John Reid and Tonto 
teaming up to capture the evil Butch Cavendish (William 
Fichtner in a performance of supreme scurviness), but 
just nabbing him doesn't get the job done; the tendrils of 
corruption that animate Butch reach deeply out from the 
"values" on which America was founded (along with a 
thick layer of non- white bones). You can't just shoot this 
bad guy: there's a whole government/ nascent-corporate 
apparatus backing him up. Against this, Reid and Tonto 
are obliged to obscure their faces and charge forward. By 
the way, this is all related to us in flashback by the old 
and decrepit Tonto, as in Little Big Man, and the film tries 
on costumes from what must be dozens of other west- 
erns. It's an epic western amusement-park ride, though 
"amusement" isn't quite the word — bemusement, 
maybe? 

"The Noble Savage," reads the condescendingly 
oxymoronic banner underneath the old, posing Tonto 
(it's 1933), and The Lone Ranger puts the lie to both words 
while redefining most every white man on the screen as 
an ignoble savage. I don't mean to harp so much on the 
political message of what's essentially an escapist summer 
blow-out, but there is more under the hood here than the 
media wants to talk about (mostly the angle is how much 
it cost and how poorly it did over the holiday frame). 
There is probably a valid reading of the film as klutzy 
white-guilt self-congratulation: See, at least one white man 
joined forces with the insulted and injured against the 
behemoth of Manifest Destiny. Despite his best efforts, 
though, an entire Comanche tribe gets mowed down by 
America's great new innovation, the Catling gun. Since 
few ticket-buyers were up for this Fourth of July history 
lesson, there will be no Lone Ranger 2 in which Reid and 
Tonto continue their fight against injustice. For that, I 
gather, we must look to superhero franchises for the fore- 
seeable future.
